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Aruba Tourism Authority optimistic after release of 
tourism numbers for 2010 and January 2011

Comparisons between 
2009 and 2010 would expect 
improvement over the for¬ 
mer, as the world in general 
enjoyed improved numbers, 
and this basically runs true. 
According to the U N World 
Tourism Organization 

(UNWTO) the Caribbean has 
returned to 2008 growth lev¬ 
els and the Caribbean 
Tourism Organization (CTO) 
reports an average of 4% 
growth throughout the region 
in 2010.

TOURISM ARRIVALS JANUARY 2011 



Aruba experienced an in¬ 
crease of 1.48% of visitor ar¬ 
rivals over 2009; this lesser 
margin could be explained 
by the fact that the island did 
not have as serious drop-offs 
in arrivals in 2009 as experi¬ 
enced by many other 
Caribbean destinations. Sur¬ 
prisingly, cruise ship arrivals 
in 2009 surpass 2008 and 
2010, but Aruba expects to 
surpass the 100,000 visitor-a- 
month mark in March of this 
year. In January of 2009 they 
came close with 99,300 pas¬ 
sengers. It is also likely tick¬ 
ets for 2009 were reserved 
and paid for before the finan¬ 
cial meltdown struck in 
2008. 

Tourism officials cited sta¬ 
tistics on stay-over vacation¬ 
ers as the standard for 
judging meaningful tourism 
growth; December 2010 oc¬ 
cupancy increased by 2.8% 
over the pervious year. Janu¬ 
ary of 2011 witnessed the 
breaking of their record for 
arrivals for this month, the 
highest in Aruba’s history 
with 74,965, an increase of 
3,725 over 2010, with 10% to 
15% increase in bookings 
from the U.S. projected for 
the first quarter of 2011, com¬ 
pared to last year. Stay-over 
visitors from Canada in¬ 
creased by 11.24% 

2010 saw a marked in¬ 
crease in arrivals from Latin 


American markets, particu¬ 
larly Brazil, with an atten¬ 
tion-getting jump of 91.2% 


over 2009 for that nation 
alone. The Brazilian econ¬ 
omy is particularly strong 
right now and the ATA con¬ 
siders it very important to 
focus on and stimulate this 
market. Arrivals from 
Venezuela and Colombia also 
increased, indicating stabi¬ 
lization of these economies. 

Airlift is always an issue 
regarding improved numbers 
of arrivals; the ATA admits to 
some challenges in the North 
American market with the 
cancellation of non-stop 
flights from Boston by US 
Air and American Airlines, 
which is referred to as “The 
Boston Effect.”

To negate this, ATA negotiated 
increased flights by Jet Blue 
and a charter for nine rotations 
with TNT. Expanding and in¬ 
creasing airlift from Europe 
and Latin American is in sync 
with the ATA’s philosophy of 
diversifying Aruba’s tourism 
demographic. Charter flights 
from Sweden and Italy are per¬ 
forming well and are up to ex¬ 
pectations. It is believed the 
transition from KLM/Marti- 


nair to only KLM will allow 
for greater market acquisition 
beyond Amsterdam and ATA is 
working closely with the air¬ 
line and ATA’s marketing de¬ 
partment to properly take 
advantage of this opportunity. 

Generally, the ATA is very 
optimistic for 2011, with the 
numbers projecting that in all 
likelihood it will be a record 
year for Aruba.

Colombia approves new hostage 
recovery try 


BOGOTA, Colombia (AFP) - 
The Colombian government 
gave the go ahead yesterday 
for a new bid to recover two 
hostages who were supposed 
to have been freed on Sunday 
by Marxist FARC rebels. 

"We have authorized re¬ 
sumption of the release process 
of police major Guillermo 
Solorzano and army corporal 
Salin Sanmiguel in the coming 
days, but we will have to take 
a number of precautions," Ed¬ 
uardo Pizarro, the presidential 
point-man in the process told 
reporters. 

Pizarro said weather and 
other conditions would deter¬ 
mine when the operation re¬ 
sumes, and that teams led by 
the International Committee of 
the Red Cross would set out 
from the city of Cali aboard 
helicopters provided by Brazil. 

He called on the rebels "not 
to create media shows" and 
urged them to free the 16 po¬ 



lice and army staff whom they 
are holding. 

The government has ac¬ 
cused the FARC of providing 
false coordinates for the loca¬ 
tions of the two hostages that 
were supposed to have been 
released on Sunday. The re¬ 
lease of three other hostages 
last week went off without a 
problem. 

"We are not ready to accept 


the FARC failing to keeps its 
promises," Pizarro said, saying 
it was up to the rebel group to 
fulfill their commitment. 

Sanmiguel, kidnapped in 
May 2008 when he was 25, 
was to be reunited with his 
wife and daughter. Solorzano, 
34, was taken in June 2007, 
and was expected to return to 
his family in Bogota. 

The FARC hopes to swap 
the 16 other police and soldiers 
they hold for jailed guerrillas, 
but the Colombian government 
has refused. 

FARC, which has been at 
war with the Colombian gov¬ 
ernment since 1964, has be¬ 
tween 7,000 and 11,000 
fighters.

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ROME, Italy (AFP) - Italian 
Prime Minister Silvio Berlus¬ 
coni will go on trial in April 
over allegations that he paid a 
17-year-old girl for sex and 
used his status to spring her 
from police custody, a judge 
ruled yesterday. 

Judge Cristina Di Censo 
scheduled the first hearing for 
April 6, in a move that brings 
long-running allegations about 
the 74-year-old premier's scan¬ 
dalous private life to a head 
and severely dents his hold on 
power. 

Following the announce¬ 
ment, the prime minister's 
camp reiterated its claims that 
Berlusconi was the victim of a 
witch hunt by his political op¬ 
ponents. 

"We didn't expect anything 
else," his lawyers said. 

Berlusconi, whose bedroom 
antics sparked a nationwide 


protest by Italian women on 
the weekend, will be tried by 
three female judges, prompting 
the popular magazine Famiglia 
Cristiana to quip the premier 
has met his "nemesis." 

In nearly two decades in 
politics, the billionaire tycoon 
has been dogged by a long list 
of investigations — he faces 
two corruption trials later this 
year — but it is the sex scandals 
that have caused most outrage. 

In the trial, the prime min¬ 
ister will have to answer alle¬ 
gations that he paid for sex in 
his sprawling luxury mansion 
outside Milan with an erotic 
nightclub dancer called "Ruby 
the Heart Stealer," who was 17 
at the time. 

He is also accused of per¬ 
suading police to release Ruby 
after she was arrested for al¬ 
leged theft and hand her over 
to another alluring young 


woman, Nicole Minetti — his 
former dental hygienist, now a 
senior regional official. 

Berlusconi's defence claim 
he did not abuse his power be¬ 
cause he mistakenly believed 
Ruby to be the niece of the 
Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak, and had been duti¬ 
fully helping a fellow leader 
avoid diplomatic fallout. 

Prosecutors allege he was 
in fact trying to keep his secret 
liaison with the young Moroc¬ 
can out of the public eye. 

Berlusconi faces three years 
in prison if found guilty of 
paying a minor for sex, and 
from six to 12 years for abuse 
of power. 

But a lawyer close to the 
case said Berlusconi's defence 
will try to cast doubt on 
whether the court in Milan 
should be handling the case at 
all.

Berlusconi could also seek 
a vote in parliament to 
strengthen his position and 
argue that his office prevents 
him from attending hearings. 

Even if convicted, the 
prime minister is unlikely to 
ever serve time in prison since 
sentencing guidelines in Italy 
are lenient for over-70s.

Many women who experi¬ 
ence a relationship break up 
spend weeks, months and 
sometimes even years hoping 
and expecting the lover to call 
and say that he made a mis¬ 
take and was coming back. 
But, unfortunately, that call 
never happens! That magical 
call telling them how sorry he 
was for breaking up and how 
that they were always the 
right person for him, and that 
he wanted them back into his 
life....never comes. 

Some women are wise 
enough to seek out a good 
psychologist to help them 
through the breakup process. 
Maybe you are currently in 
such a dilemma today. You 
have been crying for weeks or 
months about your breakup. 
You have cried and despaired 
over your breakup because 
you feel that you will never 
find a man who understood 
and loved you the way that 
one special guy did. 

You’ve been torturing 
yourself with daydreams 
about him coming back to you 
and asking you to get back to¬ 
gether this time forever. Those 
daydreams can be much cru¬ 
der than the reality. 

I know, because I have 
watched and assisted so many 
women go through this in my 
counseling practice. Breakups 
can be gut-wrenching and 
painful times in a woman’s 
life. And, don’t be surprised, 
men also suffer terribly, as 
much as women; they seldom 
talk about their suffering how¬ 
ever, because they think it is 
not manly to let it show. 

Many women handle their 
breakup experience very 
poorly, or at least unwisely: 
they develop a certain pattern, 
a certain way of doing things 
and of feeling. They do cer¬ 
tain things to make them feel 


better or to lessen the pain or 
the shame of feeling dumped 
by a man. They try to avoid 
the pain, sometimes in rather 
detrimental ways. But you 
know, it is normal to want to 
avoid the pain. 

But the scary part is that 
often women find themselves 
doing things, in their quest to 
avoid the pain that actually in¬ 
creases their pain in the long 
run. They, believe it or not, re¬ 
peat the very same mistake. 
And, before you know it they 
are stuck in a bad pattern, over 
and over, break up after break 
up. They end up being stuck 
in go-no-where relationships 
for years! Like I said earlier, 
some women are smart 
enough to go find help. When 
they go for help to a psychol¬ 
ogist, they get advice on how 
to stop the defeating cycle. If 
you’re in such a predicament 
today, let me share with you 
some of the principles I share 
with my clients. If you are in 
and out of relationships and 
nothing seems to be improv¬ 
ing in the quality of your rela¬ 
tionships, you want to pay 
attention to these principles: 

You need to avoid three 
common mistakes that most 
women make after a breakup. 
Avoiding these mistakes will 
set you free to a new level of 
success in your future rela¬ 
tionship: 

First: Avoid staying in 
touch with your ex! I know, 
you had a fight, he said he 
wants out and doesn’t feel 
anything for you anymore, 
and he left. But, after a few 
days he calls, or sends you an 
email or text message, sup¬ 
posedly to see if you’re ok. 
This continues for a while, 
and then you go out for just a 
quick snack and he may say 
nice things about you...how he 
still cares about you, etc. You 
build your hopes up that he 
might want to come back and 


be with you again. He may 
even say how he wants to 
have you in his life in some 
way. But, be careful, this is 
only to boost his own ego and 
to lessen his own discomfort 
about the breakup. This way 
he can show his friends that it 
isn’t as bad as it seemed! 

And, what happens, you 
get your hopes up that things 
will change and you will get 
back together and everything 
will be back as it was. My 
dear, you are wrong! It usu¬ 
ally does not turn out this way. 
A man, who has left, is nor¬ 
mally not seriously planning 
on coming back, for he has al¬ 
ready found a niche, or in any 
case is contemplating new ter¬ 
ritory! Staying in contact with 
a man who left, a man who 
doesn't want a committed re¬ 
lationship with you (when you 
do) only PROLONGS your 
pain. So, my first advice, do 
not stay in contact with your 
ex, unless you are dead sure 
he intends on sincerely mak¬ 
ing amends and returning for 
good! 

What you need now more 
than anything else is the space 
and time to heal and to find a 
man who will truly love you 
and wants a real and legal re¬ 
lationship with you! 

Determine now, as you 
read this, to cut all ties, to free 
yourself, to get your confi¬ 
dence in yourself back, to re¬ 
build your self-esteem! If you 
believe in God, learn to trust 
Him with your life and your 
future relationship. He knows 
and loves you more than any 
man ever could!

Ultimate Automobiles an¬ 
nounced to all BMW lovers 
that the BMW ActiveHybrids 
have arrived. Peter Tunner- 
man, Project Manager for 
2010 MW ActiveHybrids ex¬ 
plained “The main object is 
to change the Hybrid image. 
With the BMW ActiveHybrid 
7 and X6 models we wanted 
to make a non-hybrid hybrid. 
In other words, we wanted to 
design a vehicle that need not 
be operated as a hybrid, and 


we have we succeeded.” 

Although BMW initially 
shunned hybrids in favor of 
clean diesels and other alter¬ 
native powertrains, the Ger¬ 
man automaker joined the 
electrically assisted fray with 
not one but two gasoline- 
electric vehicles: the 2010 
BMW ActiveHybrid 7 and 
the 2010 BMW ActiveHybrid 
X6. 

Both models share Active- 
Hybrid badging and fall in 


the contradictory perform¬ 
ance-hybrid segment, but 
their similarities end there. 
The 7 is a mild hybrid that 
uses an electric motor in its 
eight-speed automatic gear¬ 
box and a compact lithium- 
ion battery mounted in the 
trunk to assist acceleration 
and run the accessories; the 
X6 is a far more complex full 
hybrid. The latter’s pair of 
motors and advanced elec¬ 
tronic continuously variable 


transmission allow it to waft 
up to 1.6 miles and at speeds 
of up to 37 mph on electric 
current alone. 

The ActiveHybrid 7 is 
equipped with a 
START/STOP button that 
prevents unnecessary fuel 
consumption at traffic lights, 
heavy traffic or in a stop and 
go situation. It uses a 120V 
lithium ion battery pack 
rather than nickel metal hy¬ 
dride unit in the crossover. 


The hybrid drive should 
bump the fuel efficiency by 
about 15 percent overall, put¬ 
ting it at about 19-20 mpg 
combined, while getting to 60 
mph in about 4.8 seconds.

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Meat-lovers get food for thought 
in futuristic US lab 


IBM computer, Jeopardy! 
champ tied after first day 



CHARLESTON, South Car¬ 
olina (AFP) - A 21st century 
American cowboy will re¬ 
semble a worker in a hi-tech 
plant creating artificial meat 
in a petri dish, a far cry from 
cattle ranches, says biologist 
Vladimir Mironov. 

The growth of ’’cultured” 
or in-vitro meat may be a 
vital step towards solving the 
global food crisis and fight¬ 
ing hunger in the future, 
Mironov believes. 

It may also be used on the 
first trip to Mars where it’s 
impractical to bring a cow on 
a six-month mission on a 
space shuttle. 

’’Think about planetary 
settlement, for example, or 
growing density of popula¬ 
tion,” Mironov said. ’’There is 
already no land to grow crops 
in New York or Singapore.” 

But the 56-year-old 


NEC Corp., Japan’s biggest 
maker of personal comput¬ 
ers, will introduce a mini 
notebook based on Google 
Inc.’s Android operating 
system and featuring a key¬ 
board as it aims to tap in¬ 
creasing demand in Japan 
for tablet devices. 

The Tokyo-based com¬ 
pany will release seven 
models of the tablets from 
March 10 and aims to sell 
100,000 units in the first 
year. The clamshell-type de¬ 
vices, which turn on imme¬ 
diately, and weigh about 
700 grams (1.5 pounds), 
will start retailing from 
about 40,000 yen ($479). 


Mironov, along with fellow 
researcher, 32-year-old 
Nicholas Genovese, face 
many challenges in their 
small cutting-edge laboratory 
at a Medical University of 
South Carolina science build¬ 
ing. 

The amount of meat now 
grown in a laboratory is one 
problem. T-bone steaks don’t 
grow on trees or overnight 
under a microscope. But 
Mironov says creating a steak 
is not far from becoming re¬ 
ality. 

”It is a function of time. It 
is a function of money,” 
Mironov said. 

About 10 years ago, 
Mironov’s research dream to 
grow ’’cultured meat” became 
reality when he was awarded 
a grant from the National 
Aeronautics and Space Ad¬ 
ministration (NASA) for car- 


“Our surveys show there 
are a lot of consumers who 
want a PC-like device that 
has a keyboard and that 
boots up without any wait 
time,” said Masaki Naka¬ 
mura, an analyst at Tokyo- 
based MM research. “I 
don’t know whether sales 
will be as brisk as the iPhone 
or the iPad, but it will sell.” 

NEC’s LifeTouch devices 
will compete against tablets 
including Apple’s iPad, the 
cheapest version of which 
sells for 48,800 yen in 
Japan, and Samsung’s 
Galaxy that typically costs 
between 40,000 yen and 
50,000 yen. 


diovascular tissue engineer¬ 
ing. 

He landed the grant with 
the help of Dr. Helen Lane, a 
top NASA food expert that 
Mironov invited to a work¬ 
shop he hosted. 

But the research is no 
longer funded by NASA, and 
Mironov said he was told that 
NASA was moving towards 
researching transgenic plants 
as a source of protein. 

Now Mironov, along with 
Genovese, are funded by a 
three-year grant from the an¬ 
imal rights activists People of 
Ethical Treatment of Animals 
(PETA). 

A tissue engineer by trade, 
he has taken embryonic mus¬ 
cle cells called myoblasts, 
which turn into muscle, from 
turkey, bathed them in a 
bovine serum and then grown 
animal muscle tissue. 

”We are working on very 
small scale using NASA syn- 
thecon bioreactor and porous 
edible chitosan spheres 
seeded with myoblasts from 
edible animals,” Mironov ex¬ 
plained. 

The cultured meat choice 
confronting tomorrow’s shop¬ 
pers will be similar to today’s 
options in the meat depart¬ 
ment. One North Dakota bio¬ 
engineer Douglas McFarland 
has grown myoblast cells 
from chicken, turkey, lamb, 
pig and cow, Mironov says. 

Mironov finds that liver or 
’’famous French guts pate” is 
the easiest muscle meat to 
grow. And he says cultured 
meat will be ’’functional, nat¬ 
ural, designed food”, arguing 
that modified food is already 
common practice, and not 
harmful. 

There is also a ”yuck fac¬ 
tor” to overcome when peo¬ 
ple know that meat is grown 
in a lab, although other foods 
like yogurt have been cul¬ 
tured for years. 

’’One of the biggest things 
that people enjoy as a com¬ 
fort thing is food,” said Sam 
Bowen, a bar manager in Co¬ 
lumbia, South Carolina said. 

’’And until people grow up 
with the idea of artificial 
meat, it’s going to be hard to 
convince people otherwise.” 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - An 
IBM computer displayed a 
few quirks but played to a 
draw on the opening day of a 
man vs. machine showdown 
with two human champions 
of the popular US television 
game show Jeopardy!. 

’’Watson,” a supercom¬ 
puter named after the founder 
of the US technology giant 
Thomas Watson, and human 
contestant Brad Rutter each 
had $5,000 after the first day 
of the three-day match. 

The other human player, 
Ken Jennings, was trailing 
the pair with $2,000. 

Watson, represented on 
stage by a large computer 
monitor, was frequently 
quicker to the buzzer than 
Rutter and Jennings, cor¬ 
rectly answering questions in 
its artificial voice. 

J eopardy!, which first 
aired on US television in 
1964, tests a player’s knowl¬ 
edge in a range of categories, 
from geography to politics to 
history to sports and enter¬ 
tainment.

tached to each question and 
the player with the most 
money at the end of the game 
is the winner. Players have 
money deducted for wrong 
answers. 

In a twist on traditional 
game play, contestants are 
provided with clues and need 
to supply the questions. 

Watson receives the clues 
electronically by text mes¬ 
sage at the same time as they 
are revealed to the human 
contestants. The first player 
to hit the buzzer gets to an¬ 
swer the question. 

’’Watson’s very bright, 
very fast but he has some 
weird little moments once in 
a while,” Trebek said. 

Watson, which is not con¬ 
nected to the Internet, plays 
the game by crunching 
through multiple algorithms 
at dizzying speed and attach¬ 
ing a percentage score to 
what it believes is the correct 
response. 

Watson, which has been 
under development at IBM 
Research labs in New York 
since 2006, is the latest ma¬ 
chine developed by IBM to 
challenge mankind — in 
1997, an IBM computer 
named ’’Deep Blue” defeated 
world chess champion Garry 
Kasparov in a six-game 
match. 

Jennings holds the Jeop¬ 
ardy! record of 74 straight 
wins while Rutter won a 
record $3.25 million on the 
show. 

The winner of the Jeop¬ 
ardy! showdown is to receive 
$1 million. Second place is 
worth $300,000 and the third 
place finisher pockets 
$ 200 , 000 . 

IBM plans to donate 100 
percent of its winnings to 
charity. Jennings and Rutter 
plan to give 50 percent of 
their prize money to charity.

Hearing loss in elderly linked to dementia: 
study 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Elderly people with hearing loss 
have a greater chance of developing dementia, a risk that in¬ 
creases as their deafness worsens, according to a new report 
said.The research studied 639 individuals between the ages 
of 36 and 90 without dementia, who were given cognitive 
and hearing testing between 1990 and 1994. 

The test subjects were followed for the development of de¬ 
mentia and Alzheimer's disease through May 2008, accord¬ 
ing to the study published in the February issue of Archives 
of Neurology, a publication of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association (JAMA). 


US senators: Ban tobacco from baseball: 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Two US senators called for a ban 
on the use of tobacco, including smokeless products, in pro¬ 
fessional baseball, citing the athletes' role-model appeal to 
young Americans. 

Democratic Senators Dick Durbin and Frank Lautenberg 
made the appeal in letters to the sport's commissioner, Bud 
Selig, as well as the head of the players association, Michael 
Weiner. 

The senators, who underlined that baseball banned tobacco 
use 28 years ago in its minor leagues, said tobacco-related 
products killed 443,000 Americans each year, and each day 
1,000 American children and teens become regular smokers. 


Billion dollar boost for US health research: 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Health and science research would 
get a billion-dollar boost under the 2012 budget proposed by 
US President Barack Obama, including a major new project 
to speed lab advances into cures. 

The increase for the National Institutes of Health stood out 
amid the overall $3.7 trillion budget plan that would slash 
$90 billion in spending in 2012 and $1.1 trillion over the next 
10 years. 

But it faces hefty opposition from Republican lawmakers. 
They aim to trim a billion dollars from the world's largest 
public research institute as part of other cuts to science and 
research, which they say are necessary as America faces a 
$1.65 trillion deficit this year alone.

Broken heart syndrome 


Definition 

Broken heart syndrome is 
a temporary heart condition 
brought on by stressful situa¬ 
tions, such as the death of a 
loved one. People with bro¬ 
ken heart syndrome may 
have sudden chest pain or 
think they're having a heart 
attack. These broken heart 
syndrome symptoms may be 
brought on by the heart's re¬ 
action to a surge of stress hor¬ 
mones. In broken heart 
syndrome, a part of your 
heart temporarily enlarges 
and doesn't pump well, while 
the remainder of the heart 
functions normally or with 
even more forceful contrac¬ 
tions. 

The condition was origi¬ 
nally called takotsubo car¬ 
diomyopathy. Today, it's also 
referred to as stress car¬ 
diomyopathy, stress-induced 
cardiomyopathy or apical 
ballooning syndrome. 

The symptoms of broken 
heart syndrome are treatable, 
and the condition usually re¬ 
verses itself in about a week. 
Symptoms 

Broken heart syndrome 
symptoms can mimic a heart 
attack. Common symptoms 
include: 

■Chest pain 
■Shortness of breath 
■An irregular heartbeat 
■A generalized weakness 
Any long-lasting or per¬ 
sistent chest pain could be a 
sign of a heart attack, so it's 
important to take it seriously. 
When to see a doctor 

If you're having any chest 
pain, a very rapid or irregular 



heartbeat, or shortness of 
breath after a stressful event, 
call emergency medical assis¬ 
tance immediately. 

Causes 

The exact cause of broken 
heart syndrome is unclear. It's 
thought that a surge of stress 
hormones, such as adrena¬ 
line, might temporarily dam¬ 
age the hearts of some 
people. How these hormones 
might hurt the heart or 
whether something else is re¬ 
sponsible isn't completely 
clear. A temporary constric¬ 
tion of the large or small ar¬ 
teries of the heart may play a 
role. 

Broken heart syndrome 
is often preceded by an in¬ 
tense physical or emotional 
event. Some potential trig¬ 
gers of broken heart syn¬ 
drome are: 

■News of an unexpected 
death of a loved one 

■A frightening medical di¬ 
agnosis 

■Domestic abuse 
■Losing a lot of money 
■A surprise party 
■Having to perform pub¬ 


licly 

■Physical stressors, such 
as an asthma attack, infec¬ 
tion, a car accident or major 
surgery 

How is broken heart syn¬ 
drome different from a 
heart attack? 

Most heart attacks are 
caused by a complete or near 
complete blockage of a heart 
artery. This blockage is due to 
a blood clot forming at the 
site of narrowing from fatty 
buildup (atherosclerosis) in 
the wall of the artery. In bro¬ 
ken heart syndrome, the heart 
arteries are not blocked, al¬ 
though blood flow in the ar¬ 
teries of the heart may be 
reduced. 

Risk factors 

Broken heart syndrome af¬ 
fects women far more often 
than men. It appears that 
most people who have bro¬ 
ken heart syndrome are 
women 50 or older. 
Complications 

In rare cases, broken heart 
syndrome is fatal. However, 
most who experience broken 
heart syndrome quickly re¬ 
cover and don't have long- 
lasting effects. 

Other complications of 
broken heart syndrome in¬ 
clude: 

■Disruptions in your 
heartbeat 

■A fast or slow heartbeat 

■Backup of fluid into your 
lungs (pulmonary edema) 

It's also possible that you 
may have broken heart syn¬ 
drome again if you have an¬ 
other stressful event. 


Health Tip: Teach Children Safety 
Around Cars 



— Kids playing in the yard 
may be easily distracted and 
not notice an oncoming car. 
Busy drivers may also be fo¬ 
cused elsewhere and not no¬ 
tice a child in danger. 

The U.S. National High¬ 
way Traffic Safety Adminis¬ 


tration offers these safety tips 
to avoid a "backover" acci¬ 
dent: 

Children must be taught 
not to play inside or around 
cars. Parents should always 
keep an eye on kids when 
cars are nearby. 


Before you enter your car 
and back up, walk around the 
vehicle to make sure no chil¬ 
dren are close by. While actu¬ 
ally backing up, always 
watch carefully behind you 
and in side view mirrors. 

Make sure children know 
that when an adult gets into a 
nearby car, they should move 
out of the way, to a place 
where the driver can see 
them. 

Be particularly cautious if 
you drive a large vehicle. 
Roll down the windows and 
stick your head out to look to 
the side and behind you as 
you back up. 

Keep kids’ toys, bicycles 
and equipment away from the 
driveway. 

Do not to completely de¬ 
pend on a backup camera or 
alert system to keep you from 
backing over something.

In addition a panel of experts, 
representing Maritime Police, 
Coasta guard, Department of 
Agriculture, Husbandry and 
Fisheries, Fishermen Union 
and Department of Communi¬ 
cation. Over 150 fishermen 
assisted in the Caiquetio Cen¬ 
ter. During an extensive ses¬ 
sion fishermen asked valid 
questions and expressed their 
concerns to the panalists and 
received direct and frank an¬ 
swers from the panelists. The 
representative of Coastguard 
demonstrated how most basic 
requirements to ensure safety 
at sea fit in a small bag which 
easily fits in most boats. 
CAIQUETIO PROTOCOL: 

At the end of the evening all 
panelists, upon special request 
by the Minister of Tourism, 
Transportation and labor who 
is also in charge of Fisheries, 
signed a protocol which makes 
possible more benefits for the 
fishermen. The so called “Cai¬ 
quetio Protocol” states: consid¬ 
ering that the fishermen have 
traditionally for decades al¬ 
ready fished free of the limita¬ 
tions of maritime regulation; 
and the importance to imple¬ 
ment and enforce laws regard¬ 
ing safety at sea issues; and that 
our fishermen, for which fish¬ 
ing is an important part of their 
income, are not prepared for 
sudden expenditures; reach the 
following agreement. 

1 .The procedure to obtain a 
navegational permit will re¬ 


main as it was the 1st of Janu¬ 
ary 2011, till the new law for 
pleasure crafs is formalized; 

2. During the process to pre¬ 
pare the above mentioned law 
under point 1, proper consider¬ 
ation of the opinions and 
wishes of all the undersigned 
interest groups of this protocol 
is taken into account; 

3. An awareness campaign 
will take place to prepare the 
fishermen and stakeholders re¬ 
garding the introduction of the 
above mentioned law under 
point 1; 

4. Directorate of Maritime 
Transportation will evaluate 
the request by fishermen to 
change the renewal period to 
obtain the permit; 

5. The Foundation Hadicu¬ 
rari Fisheries Center in coop¬ 
eration with the department of 
Agriculture, Husbandry and 
Fisheries will start a process of 
registration for the fishermen 
of Aruba; 

6. The undersigned in mu¬ 
tual cooperation will continue 
to work together to increase 
awareness about the respons- 
ability of each boater to guar¬ 
antee safety at sea. As such 
more informational meetings 
will be organized to promote 
this topic and other relevant 
topics to benefit the fishermen.

Barclays bank hikes profit, cuts bonuses: 

LONDON, England (AFP) - British bank Barclays said its 
2010 net profit rose a third to over £3.5 billion and an¬ 
nounced it had cut bonuses following a government-bro¬ 
kered deal to clamp down on excessive pay. 

It said it was paying £3.4 billion in staff bonuses, down 7.0 
percent compared with 2009, although total pay rose by a 
quarter as Barclays included payments deferred during the 
global financial crisis. 

Pre-tax profit was also up a third in 2010 to A£6.0 billion. 

China says January inflation remains high at 4.9%: 

BEIJING, China (AFP) - China said its inflation rate stayed 
stubbornly high at 4.9 percent in January, sparking analyst 
predictions that the government would take further aggres¬ 
sive fiscal steps to cool prices. 

The consumer price index, the key gauge of inflation in the 
world's second economy, was "lower than market expecta¬ 
tions" according to the National Bureau of Statistics but still 
above Beijing's four percent full-year target. 

A Dow Jones Newswires poll of 15 economists before had 
forecast 5.4 percent growth. 

Europe decides on Egypt asset freeze: 

BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - EU ministers debate Egypt's 
request to freeze the assets of leading members of president 
Hosni Mubarak's regime while considering proposals to in¬ 
crease aid and investment in the Arab world. 

Finance ministers winding up two days of talks on the rum¬ 
bling eurozone crisis have been directed by their govern¬ 
ments to prioritise an accord on how to handle requests for 
action against the assets of Mubarak henchmen — but not 
against the deposed president himself. 

Britain, Germany and France have each been asked by Egypt 
to freeze the assets of former regime officials. 

Eurozone economy sputters in fourth quarter: 

BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - The eurozone economy ex¬ 
panded by a feeble 0.3 percent in the last three months of 
2010, official figures showed Tuesday amid persistent fears 
that the debt crisis could sink more frail nations. 

As European finance ministers met to discuss ways to 
shield the euro from future crises, Eurostat data confirmed 
the eurozone returned to growth in 2010, expanding 1.7 per¬ 
cent after a record 4.1 percent contraction in 2009.

Ecuador orders Chevron pay $8 bln 
over oil damage

QUITO,Ecuador (AFP) - A 
court in Ecuador ordered US oil 
giant Chevron to pay an esti¬ 
mated $8 billion in a lawsuit al¬ 
leging the firm caused 
environmental damage in the 
South American country be¬ 
tween 1964 and 1990, a lawyer 
for the plaintiffs said. 

Chevron faces claims it was 
responsible for damage in the 
Amazon rainforest caused by 
oil extraction by Texaco, a 
company it bought in 2001. 


SAO PAULO, Brazil (AFP) - 
Anglo-Dutch energy giant 
Shell and Brazilian sugar-pro¬ 
duction group Cosan said they 
were forming one of the 
biggest joint ethanol fuel ven¬ 
tures in the world, with an es¬ 
timated market value of $12 
billion. 

The new entity, to be called 
Raizen, will employ around 
40,000 people and produce 
over 2.2 billion liters (580 mil¬ 
lion gallons) of ethanol per 
year to Brazilian and interna¬ 
tional markets, the two compa¬ 
nies said in a statement. 

Raizen should be launched 
in the first half of this year, 
they said. 

"Due to the size of its oper¬ 
ations, Raizen will help sugar 
cane ethanol, a sustainable, 
clean and renewable source of 
energy, to consolidate itself 
worldwide and strengthen 
Brazil’s position in the interna¬ 
tional biofuels trading busi¬ 
ness," said the venture's chief 
executive, Vasco Dias. 

Raizen will have 23 mills 
able to crush 62 million tonnes

"The Ecuadorian court's 
judgment is illegitimate and un¬ 
enforceable," Chevron said in a 
statement. "It is the product of 
fraud and is contrary to the le¬ 
gitimate scientific evidence." 

Pablo Fajardo, lead attorney 
for the Ecuadoran Amazon 
communities that sued 
Chevron, told AFP that the

It sought $27 bil¬ 
lion for water and soil damage, 
as well as for illnesses suffered 
by local residents. 

The Ecuadorans allege that 
Texaco dumped billions of gal¬ 
lons of toxic waste into the 
Amazon. 

Chevron, the second-largest 
energy company in the United 
States, has long claimed that the 
process was tainted. 

This award passes the record 
of $5 billion initially imposed 
on ExxonMobil Corp. for an oil 
spill off the coast of Alaska in 
1989. But that award was later 
reduced to $500 million after a 
series of appeals by Exxon. 

Last year, British oil giant 
BP contributed $20 billion to a 
compensation fund for cleanup 
efforts and victims of its mas¬ 
sive oil spill in the Gulf of Mex¬ 
ico. 

The BP disaster, which 
began April 20, 2010 with a 
deadly blast aboard the BP- 
leased Deepwater Horizon 
drilling rig, sullied the coastline 
from Texas to Florida, killing 
wildlife and devastating key 
local industries such as tourism 
and fishing.

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Poignant Chinese AIDS film moves 
Berlin festival 


BERLIN,Germany (AFP) - A 
heart-wrenching documentary 
about AIDS sufferers in China 
and the discrimination they 
face in their daily lives has 
won a rapturous reception at 
the Berlin film festival. 

Based on interviews and 
emails with a wide range of 
HIV positive people, director 
Zhao Liang said he hoped the 
film, Zai Yi Qi ("Together”), 
could change attitudes in 
China, where at least 740,000 
suffer from the AIDS virus. 

Zhao used Internet chat 
groups to track down many of 
his subjects, the vast majority 
of whom refused to show their 
face for fear of "letting their 
family down". Several de¬ 
clined to appear on camera at 
all. 

The stories moved many in 
the audience to tears. 

One 30-year-old drug user, 
known only as "Duckweed", 
explained how when she 
found out she had the virus, 
she planned to kill herself and 
her four-year-old son, also in¬ 
fected. 

The three main characters 
are Hu Zetao, an 11-year-old 
boy, Liu Luping, his carer and 


Xia, a stand-in actor. All three 
worked on the set of a previ¬ 
ous Chinese film about AIDS, 
"Til Death Do Us Part," by di¬ 
rector Gu Changwei. 

In this "film-within-a- 
film", Zhao shows how the 
discrimination against the 
HIV positive people on the set 
turns over time into compas¬ 
sion and affection. 

At first, one elderly crew 
member, unaware there were 
HIV positive people on set, 
says: "Anyone with this sick¬ 
ness knows he should never 
say anything because other¬ 
wise people will keep their 
distance. I would keep my dis¬ 
tance." 

Zhao also takes the audi¬ 
ence to Hu's home, where he 
lives with his father and step¬ 
mother after his mother died 
of AIDS. 

His family, unaware of 
how the virus can be transmit¬ 
ted, will not allow him to put 
his chopsticks in the dinner 
pot like everyone else and he 
has his own washing utensils. 

Experts say there is still a 
major gap in public knowl¬ 
edge about the virus in China, 
where it has overtaken rabies 


and tuberculosis as the coun¬ 
try's leading cause of death 
among infectious diseases. 

According to a recent poll 
of 6,000 people, nearly half 
thought it could be transmitted 
by mosquito and almost one in 
five believed they could catch 
it if an infected person sneezed 
on them, it also shows that a 
one-third saysthat infected 
people "deserved" their condi¬ 
tion because of drug use or 
their "promiscuous" sexual ac¬ 
tivities. 

In one of the film's lighter 
moments, Hu explains his own 
unique way of dealing with 
discrimination. 

Though emotional in parts, 
the film is ultimately about the 
hope the sufferers have in a 
brighter future and their brav¬ 
ery in struggling against a 
wave of discrimination, on top 
of their debilitating condition. 

Zhao said three of his sub¬ 
jects had decided to show their 
faces after all, in the hope it 
could boost understanding. 

The film is screening out of 
competition at the Berlin film 
festival, which runs until Feb¬ 
ruary 20. 


Bob Dylan to launch Asian tour 



TAIPEI,Taiwan (AFP) - Leg¬ 
endary American singer- 
songwriter Bob Dylan will 
kick off tour of Asia in April 
with his first ever perform¬ 
ance in Taiwan, organisers 
said. 

Dylan, the reluctant voice 
for disaffected youth in the 
1960s, will perform in Taipei 
on April 3, a prospect that has 
led thousands of fans to rush 
for the ticket booths, accord¬ 


ing to the Taipei-based Very 
Aspect Culture Group. 

"In the 24 hours since we 
started sales , over 40 percent 
of the scheduled 10,000 tick¬ 
ets have been snatched up," 
said Edie Chen, an executive 
at the company, adding prices 
went as high as Tw$8,000 
($272). 

Although he has never vis¬ 
ited before, the 70-year-old 
American icon is loved in 


Taiwan, defying a trend that 
has seen Western music lose 
market share to Mandarin 
songs over the past 20 years. 

His fans reportedly in¬ 
clude Morris Chang, chair¬ 
man of the world's biggest 
contract microchip maker 
Taiwan Semiconductor Man¬ 
ufacturing Co., but he is an 
idol for the very young, too. 

Chen said a 400 tickets 
carrying a price tag of just 
Tw$800 ($27), and therefore 
favoured by cost-conscious 
young people, were snapped 
up within 10 minutes. 

"That really surprised 
me," she added. 

Dylan's songs such as 
"Blowin' in the Wind" and 
"The Times They Are a- 
Changin"’ became anthems 
for the civil rights and anti¬ 
war movements. 

The Asian tour will also 
take Dylan to Japan, Hong 
Kong and Vietnam, Chen 
said, adding that it was not 
yet certain if he would also 
perform in China.

We've already prepare medical 
services ready for them." 

He said he was particularly 
concerned about one 51-year- 
old woman and her 3 7-year- 
old husband. 

"The wife is weary but not 
giving up. She is exhausted 
but she wrote a note to us say¬ 
ing they will be the last cou¬ 
ple. I think they will stay until 
they collapse," Somporn said. 

Fourteen couples joined the 
contest, kissing their way 
through the night without 
stopping even when sipping 
liquids through straws or 
going to the toilet with their 
partner.

COLOMBO (AFP) - Ryan 
ten Doeschate hit a brilliant 
98 not out to guide the 
Netherlands to a two-wicket 
upset win over Kenya in a 
World Cup warm-up match 
here Tuesday, sending a 
timely warning to tournament 
rivals. 

Ten Doeschate's 92-ball 
knock, spiced with four sixes 
and three fours, helped the 
Netherlands chase a chal¬ 
lenging 264-run target after 
being down and out at 130-7 
with part-time spinner Steve 
Tikolo taking four wickets. 

Serene Waters had scored 
a brilliant 126 not out for 
Kenya. 

Ten Doeschate added an 
invaluable 66 runs for the 
eighth wicket with Aste Bu- 
urman (29). 


And even when his partner 
was out with 52 still needed, 
he did not lose heart, putting 
on 52 for an unbroken ninth- 
wicket stand with Mudassar 
Bukhari who finished on 20 
not out. 

The 30-year-old all- 
rounder's effort overshad¬ 
owed Water's innings in the 
morning which had lifted the 
Kenyans in the final overs 
with a fifth-wicket stand of 
129 with Rakep Patel. 

Waters carried his bat and 
hit twelve boundaries during 
his 150-ball knock. Patel 
made a 59-ball 64 with seven 
boundaries. 

The Netherlands lost 
wickets at regular intervals 
with only opener Alex 
Kervezee (49) negotiating the 
pace-cum spin attack of 


Kenya, before Ten Doeschate 
turned the tables. 

The defeat gives Kenya, 
who also lost their first 
warm-up match against the 
West Indies by 61 runs on 
Saturday, much to think 
about ahead of their first 
World Cup match in Group A 
against Pakistan at Hamban- 
tota on February 23. 

The Netherlands, who 
were thrashed by Sri Lanka 
by 156 runs in their first 
warm-up, go into their World 
Cup opener against England 
at Nagpur on February 22, 
high on confidence. 

The Netherlands utilised 
injured captain Peter Borren 
in their batting line-up after 
initially deciding not to risk 
him as a bowler in case he ag¬ 
gravated an abdominal mus¬ 
cle injury. 


Leonardo backs under fire Eto'o 



ROME (AFP) - Inter Milan 
coach Leonardo has leapt to 
the defence of striker Samuel 
Eto'o after the Cameroon 
captain was heavily criticised 
in some quarters for his per¬ 
formance against Juventus. 

Eto'o missed a sitter from 
five yards, hitting the bar 


with an open goal to aim at 
while also completely miss¬ 
ing an attempted volley as 
Inter rallied late on in Sun¬ 
day's Serie A clash. 

They lost the game 1-0, 
Eto'o's misses proving 
costly as they slipped to 
eight points behind leaders 
AC Milan. 

Inter can close that gap to 
five if they win away to 
Fiorentina on Wednesday, in 
a match that was postponed 
in December due to the ner- 
azzurri's participation at the 
Club World Cup. 

"It takes a brave man to 
criticise Eto'o, he's scored 27 
goals," said Leonardo. 

"It can happen that in one 
second he doesn't find the 
right space or contact but 
talking about an Eto'o prob¬ 
lem that doesn't exist, I can't 


believe someone can get 
knocked down for something 
like that. 

"It seems to me as if it's an 
attack against Inter, as if they 
(the critics) were waiting for 
us to lose a game." 

Leonardo also insisted that 
the title race was not over be¬ 
cause of that defeat. 

"Everything is still open, 
non-one can claim to have 
won," he added. 

"We're playing well and 
we're the best team in the 
world. I can't get involved in 
these dramas, either accept me 
as I am or leave me alone." 

And an angry Leonardo 
hit out at the brickbats. 

"Often people exagerate, 
I'm asking for a bit of coher¬ 
ence. I defend the team, talk¬ 
ing about me won't change 
much," he said.

SAO PAULO (AFP) - Brazil 
star Ronaldo, who announced 
his retirement on Monday, 
has said he hopes to bow out 
of the game by making a final 
showing for his country, 
Globo television reported on 
Tuesday.

(Brazilian Football Confeder¬ 
ation) president Ricardo 
Teixeira to make it a match 
for the Brazilian national 
side," said the 34-year-old.

"These people deserve a 
send off," said the former

"That is 
what I have said always. I 
don't believe in comparisons. 
We have a mix of players 
who are very good. 

"But obviously what we 
have on paper is not impor¬ 
tant, it is what we do on the 
field which matters. We need 
to see what the conditions are 
and pick our best eleven ac¬ 
cordingly." 

The Indian skipper, lead¬ 
ing the side for the first time 
in a World Cup, said his team 
will treat New Zealand with 
respect despite their recent 
poor form in one-dayers in 
the sub-continent. 

"They are a very contribu- 
tive side. They don't depend 
on any one particular player. 
They have some very tal¬ 
ented players. When we talk 
about New Zealand we talk 
about their contributive effort 
rather than singling out play¬ 
ers."

with the 27th-ranked Kim 
Kyung-Tae in the $8.5 mil¬ 
lion event at the Ritz-Carlton 
Golf Club in Arizona from 
February 21-27. 

Japanese veteran Hiroyuki 
Fujita, the only player to win 
three times on the Asian Tour 
last season, has also qualified 
for the first World Golf 
Championships tournament 
of the season by virtue of his 
50th place ranking. 

"This is fantastic news for 
Noh and the Asian Tour," said 
Asian Tour executive chair¬ 
man Kyi Hla Han. 

"After the season that he 
had with us, we are confident 
he will fly the Asian flag 
proudly at the Accenture 
Match Play." 

Noh's inclusion will en¬ 
hance his hopes of qualifying 
for the Masters, the year's 
opening Major in April. He 
will need to break into the 
world's top 50 in the week 
prior to the Masters.

Bonds, prosecutors move to limit 
testimony 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Attorneys for US baseball 
home run king Barry Bonds 
and federal prosecutors who 
say he lied when denying 
being a dope cheat each filed 
motions Monday seeking to 
limit evidence in a March 
trial. 

Bonds' lawyers asked US 
District Court Judge Susan 
Illston to ban testimony about 
the former San Francisco Gi¬ 
ants slugger's relationships 
with Kimberly Bell, an ex¬ 
girlfriend of Bonds, and his 
second wife. 

They also sought to limit 
testimony from his doctor 


working feverishly. 

Odds makers see Pac¬ 
quiao as a 7-1 favorite over 
Mosley, a former world 
champion who has won 
several welterweight titles. 

This means that every 
$700 bet placed on Pac¬ 
quiao will only yield $100 
while a $350 bet on Mosley 
will get $500.

He said he currently 
relishes the underdog tag, 
claiming that those who 
bet on him stand to earn 
lots of money. 

"I do have the punching 
power to knock guys out. I 
would definitely bet on me 
if they want to win some 
money,” said the 39-year- 
old boxer. 


and others regarding Bonds' 
temper and treatment of oth¬ 
ers from jurors in the trial, set 
to begin March 21. 

Prosecutors want Bonds 
banned from making the ar¬ 
gument that the government 
has committed misconduct or 
unfairly selected him as a 
prosecution target. 

They also want to keep 
Bonds from introducing 
statements made to a grand 
jury by athletes who are not 
set to testify, the prosecution 
saying the statements are not 
relevant to the case. 

Lawyers for Bonds seek to 


bar testimony for the prose¬ 
cution from baseball players, 
including Jason and Jeremy 
Giambi and several former 
Bonds teammates from the 
Giants. 

Illston is expected to rule 
on the motions in a March 1 
hearing in which Bonds will 
be arraigned on the latest re¬ 
vised set of charges. 

Bonds has been charged 
with one count of obstructing 
justice and four counts of 
lying to a grand jury in De¬ 
cember of 2003 when he said 
he never knowingly took per¬ 
formance enhancing drugs. 
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Contador cleared of 
doping charges - 
spokesman 



MADRID (AFP) - Spain's 
cycling federation cleared 
three-time Tour de France 
champion Alberto Contador 
of knowingly using a banned 
substance, his spokesman 
said Tuesday, in a dramatic 
U-turn in the case. 

"Alberto Contador has 
been officially cleared by the 
Royal Spanish Cycling Fed¬ 
eration (RFEC) and has been 
authorised to return to com¬ 
petition immediately,” the 
spokesman, Jacinto Vidarte, 
said in a statement. 

”If everything goes well, 
the rider will take the start, 
tomorrow, at the Tour of Al¬ 
garve” in Portugal. 

Contador's future has hung 
in the balance since he an¬ 
nounced last August he had 
tested positive for minute 
traces of the banned sub¬ 
stance clenbuterol during last 
July's Tour de France. 

The Spaniard has repeat¬ 
edly denied knowingly taking 
any banned drugs, blaming 
the result on a steak he says 
was contaminated with traces 
of the clenbuterol. 

Spanish news reports said 
earlier the RFEC had decided 
to clear him based on argu¬ 
ments put forward by the 


Spaniard himself that he in¬ 
voluntarily ingested the clen¬ 
buterol. 

The UCI and the World 
Doping Agency (WADA) 
have one month to decide if 
they concur with the RFEC 
decision, or if they want to 
appeal to the Court of Arbi¬ 
tration for Sport (CAS). 

"Alberto can race and jus¬ 
tice has been done,” Conta- 
dor's lawyer, Andy Ramos, 
told reporters. 

"The UCI can appeal, for 
our part we will not,” he said 
after appearing before the 
federation's competition 
committee on Tuesday. 

The decision marked an 
about-turn for the RFEC, 
which last month had recom¬ 
mended a one-year ban for 
Contador, a ruling that would 
have stipped him of his 2010 
Tour de France title. 

The 28-year-old rider, who 
also won the Tour de France 
in 2007 and 2009, has threat¬ 
ened to quit the sport if he is 
slapped with a ban. 

In an interview recorded 
for Spanish television before 
the announcement was made 
public, Contador said he had 
hoped the RFEC "would 
make a U-turn. 

"Without doubt my hon¬ 
our, my honour and my cred¬ 
ibility, was the thing that was 
most valuable to me, that 
they recognise it and that jus¬ 
tice be done.” 

Earlier this month he 
blasted anti-doping regula¬ 
tions which he said were out¬ 
dated. 

Clenbuterol is a banned 
weight loss/muscle-building 
drug which is also used to in¬ 
crease lean meat in cattle. 
The substance was banned by 
the European Union in 1996 
but it is still administered il¬ 
licitly by some cattle farmers. 
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US senators: Ban tobacco from baseball 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Two US senators on Tuesday 
called for a ban on the use of 
tobacco, including smokeless 
products, in professional 
baseball, citing the athletes' 
role-model appeal to young 
Americans. 

Democratic Senators Dick 
Durbin and Frank Lautenberg 


made the appeal in letters to 
the sport's commissioner, 
Bud Selig, as well as the head 
of the players association, 
Michael Weiner. 

"While tobacco compa¬ 
nies spend millions on ads 
tailored to attract young peo¬ 
ple to use tobacco products, 
MLB is undoubtedly com¬ 


plied in attracting many 
young people to try smoke¬ 
less tobacco after seeing their 
baseball heroes chew to¬ 
bacco,” said the lawmakers. 

The senators said the ban 
should be part of a new col¬ 
lective bargaining agreement 
due to result from talks that 
open in December. 
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
